Shipping Losses 


LONDON, Feb. 20 (Reuter 
Bulletin). — Twenty ships were 
sunk: by enemy action during the 
woek ended February 18, This 
Is tho largest total of losscn dur- 

“Ing any week in tho present war. 
As usual, neutrals were the 
greatest sufferers, 

Of tho 20 ships, 15 were neu- 
tral and five British, bringing the 
total to 1,000,000 tons, Although 
this tatal seems large, it compares 
very ‘favourably with the un- 
restricted U-boat warfare In- 
1917 when 900,000 tons were sunk 
In one month alone, with an 
average of 105 ships a week, 

Of this weok’s total of 15 
neutral vessels, 13 are report 
to have been sent to the bottom 
without warning by German sub- 
marines, — . 

During the week only one 
vessel was Jost ina convoy. The 

- British Navy .convoyed 8,690 
ships since the war began and 
only 19 have been lost, which 
makes one in 472."

Distribution 


Shumchun Centre 
Attends To Hundreds 


On Thursday last, the foed kitchen 
nkuntained by the Shumchun Rural 
Welfare Centre was opencd at Wong 
Put Ling, a village about 1,000 yards 
from the New Territories border be- 
tween Shumehun = and Shataukols, 
and 800 persons, both young and old, 
are being, fed: dally, 

The kitchen was organised as the 
result of n request from’ the village 
elders. As in order to support their 
families, the male villarers, unable 
to find paying worl: in thelr own 
districts under existing conditlons, 
have to seett employment in Sheuns- 
shul and other places on this side of 
the border, the kitchen was started in 
order ta relieve them of the burden 
so that they may be enabled to stay 
in their districts and work their own 
fields, 

‘One meal a day Js suppited at the 
kitchen,, and those eligible for food 
are babies and children under 16, 
nursingg mothers, sick people, old 
men nnd women, women and children 
whose children have been ‘killed by 
the Japanese and wives and children 
whose fathers are in the regular Chi- 
nese armics. 

Three Cents Per Meal 

“They are supplied with food ‘cards 
and bowls and chopsticks are furnish- 
ed to thase who are too poor to afford 
these utensils. The orsanisition of 
the kitchen is such that even the 
smallest child can line up and secure 
his food without danger of being un- 
noticed or trampled on or in other 
ways hampered from getting his 


“yeal : 

The kitchen {3 housed in the 
premises of the former village school. 
The elder ‘of the village supplies the 
cook and the carriers, who bring the 

- food daily from Sheungshul. 

The cost per meal per person is 
three cents. This | is surprisingly 
cheap, considering — that the meal 
consists of a. big bowl of rice, beans 
pork, eras, ginger and voctables, and 
affords a rounded, balanced nutritive 
dict, : 

The cost of fooding the 800 people 
ig, therefore, $24 per day, or $720

Mariners, shipowners and all others 
concerned are warned that a com- 
pulsory black-out exercise will take 
place in the evening of the March 6, 
the Hongkong Hurbour office states 
in a notice issued yesterday, F 

The commencement of the exercise 
will be indleated by the sounding of 
the Air Raid Warning Signal, namely 
a fluctuating blast from electric sirens 
extending, over a, period of three 
minutes, followed: by the extinction 
of atl lighting. : 

From sunset up to the sounding of 
the air raid warning siren, lights may 
he kept lighted provided that effec- 
tive provisions have previously been 
made for the extinguishment or 
sereening of all lights, so’ that all 
such Hphts can be extinguished or 
screened within a period of three 
minutes. 

On the sounding of the air” raid 
Lwarningg siren, all lights, including 
navigation lights, must be  extin~ 
yulshed or obscured. 3 

At B.20 p.m. navigation lights 
should be relit, but all other lights 
must remain extinguished or ob- 
secured until the “raiders passed” 
signal has been sounded,

COLONIAL POLICY 


The Colonial Secretary, Hong- to expenditure from existing funds. 


kong, forwards, the following Memo- 
randum on the White Paper on 
colonint development which | was 
published in London yesterday: — 

The most Important development In 
Colonial policy of recent years - 1s 
foreshadowed in a White Paper 
Published by His Majesty's Govern- 
ment In London yesterday. 

The White Paper begins «with a 
reference to the recommendations 
(simultancously published) of the 
West Indies Royal Commission which, 
under the chairmanship of Lord 
Moyne, his now completed its en- 
quirics. Action on these recommendn- 
tlons is being taken forthwith, In 
particular, His Majesty's Govern- 
ment “aceept -in principle the im- 
portant proposals that there should 
be a central organisation — presided 
over by a comptroller und staffed 
with technical officers of high quali- 
ficatlons, planning, in consultation 
with the administrations concerned, 
the further development of welfare 
rervices in the West Indles.” They 
have also accepted the proposal to 
appoint cn Inspector General of 
Aurieudture for West Indies. 

The United Kingdom Government 
will make o further statement on the 
other recommendations regarding 
the West Indies when consultations 
with the, Governments concerned 
have been concluded. Necessary 
funds will be provided under pro~ 
posals with which the White Paper 
deals, but in the menntime a special 
sum of £350,000 is being mnde 
available for stch schemes as can be 
begun Immediately. 


The White Paper states that, while 
the Royal Commission have been. in- 
vestigating the situation in the West 
Indies, His Majesty's Government 
have examined the position In the 
Colonint Empire generally’ and now 
announce an extension of their policy 
dealing with fhe broad question of 
development und welfure. “Though 
the unhappy intervention of war may 
inevitably affect the rate of ad- 
vance, the Government propose 
to proceed with their policy of 
development as: far and os fast as 
exigencies of lime permit.” 


White Paper goes on) 
for the well-being of the peoples of 
the Colonial Empire, and the spon- 
tancous and whole hearted support 
given by the Inhabitants of every 
territory to the common war effort 
is the best testimony to their appre- 
ciation of the way in which this trust 
ls being discharged. The primary 
aim of the Colonial policy is to pro- 
tect and advance the Interests of the 
inhabitants of the Colonies, Protec- 
torates nnd Mandated Territories.” 
The White -Paper recoils past 
accomplishments in the field of 
colonial development. Great as 
these have been, there js room for 
further. development of . natural re- 
sources with consequent improve- 
ments jn‘standards of living. Re- 
{erence Is made to. the Increases In 
taxatlon which have been proposnd 
in most Colonies since the outbreal 
of war, and to the possibility of 
ralsing larger revenue without in- 
justice by the adjustment of taxation. 
Improvement in Government ma- 
chinery and reinforcement of per- 
sonnel in development services, which 
might contribute to more successful 
economic expansion, Is also discussed. 
“Nevertheless (says the White 
Paper) if a full and balanced deve- 
lopment Is to bo obtained, and if the 
Coloniat Governments ara to be 
placed in a position to maintain'nd- 
ministrative, technical and social 
services at proper standards, some 
assistance from outside is necessary 
at this stage.” In most’ Colonies 
there is no substantinI mineral wealth 
or manufacturing industries, Fluc~ 
tunting values of agricultural pro- 
ducts and, In some cases, a heavy 
burden of debt, make it Impossible 
for them to provide, out of their 
own resources, adequate research 
and surv: facilities, schemes of 
major capital enterprise, and the 
expansion of administrative or 
technital staffs which are necessary 
for thelr full and vigorous devclop- 
ment. Nor can they always afford, 
In'the absence of such development, 
te maintain a proper standard of 
health and education services, 


Many Grants Mado 

Much has been done to surmount 
these difficultics. The United King- 
dom exchequer has provided £12,- 
000,000 in the last ten years to mect 
deficits in Colonial budgets. The 
Colonial Development Fund has 
made available some £5,000,000, 
with commitments of another -21,- 
600,000, for economic development, 

“His Mojesty’s Government now 
Propose to Invite Parliament to ap- 
prove an extension of this policy and 
to remove certain limits ond ham- 
pering conditions that are attached

Others (for example education, apart 
from technical. education) were 
omitted. The emphasis was through- 
out on materjal development. The 
intention was primarily to help in 
securing, capital for approved 
schemes though assistance towards 
recurrent expenditure was not 
specifically excluded. This intention 
has been followed and grants to- 
wards recurrent expenditure have 
not normally been authorised; when 
occasionally they have been - given, 
they have been made for short 
periods only. The existence of the 
fund has not involved any departure 
from the old principle that a Colony 
should have only those services 
which it can afford to maintain out of 
its own resources, 

This principle now calls for re- 
vision, and His Majesty's Govern- 
ment propose that, in appropriate 
cases, * money from new sources 
which they have It in mind to pro- 
vide, should be made available for 
maintenance of important works or 
services over i substantial perlod 


of yeurs,”

The proposal fs to 
legislation into Parlinment 
place the Colonial Development Fund 
(which is limited to a maximum -of 
£100,000 a year) by n new nrrange- 
ment providing, in a new vote in 
estimates, assistance to Colonial 
Governments up to a maximum of 
£5,000,000- a yenr for ten years. 
This assistance will be available not 
only for schemes involving cupital 
expenditure necessary for Colonial 
development fi the widest sense, but 
also to help in meeting recurrent 
expenditure in Colonics on certain 
services, such as, agriculture, educa- 
tion, health, and housing. . In plan- 
ning expenditure from this new 
source, Government will enlist the 


help-of-u-Colonial-Development!and- 


Welfare Advisory Committee which 
will be composed partly of official 
and partly of unofficial members, 
Separate provision is also to be 
made for Colomnlal research (hitherto 
assisted out of the Colonial Develop- 
ment Fund) up to a maximum of 
£500,000 a yenr, to be administered 
with the assistance of the new 
Colonial Research Advisory Com- 
mittee. One proposal follows the 
suggestion mode by Lord Hailey In 
his recent book “African Survey" and 
His Majesty's Government -acknow- 
ledge thelr debt to him in this con- 
nection, .

Assistance ‘Extended 


“It will be noted that these 
measures of asalstance by the tax- 
ayers of the United Kingdom will 
ye extended without distinction nat 
only to all British Colonies and 
Protectoretes but also to all. terri- 
torics adminittered by the Govern- 
ment under the mandatory system.” 
Emphasis in the first instance will 
be on Improvements fn the economic 
position of the Colonics upon which, 
obviously, advance in other direc- 
tlons largely depends.

The new policy 
of development will involve no de- 
rogation from the rights and privi- 
leges of local JegisIntures upon which 
rests a‘large measure of respon- 
stbility for improvements of condl- 
tlons in their several territories and 
upon whose co-operation Government 
counts with confidence. The, fact 
that a Colony receives assistance 
under this policy will 
upon it the system of financial con- 
trol) which Is now assoclated wita 
the receipt . of grants-in-ald.. The 
whole effort will be one of colla- 
boration between authoritics In the 
Colonics and those at home; there 
must be ready recognition that con- 
ditions vary’ greatly from Colony to 
Colony. and that Colonial Govern- 
ments who best know the needs of 
thelr own territories should enjoy a 
vide latitude In initiatlon and execu- 
tlon of policy, the primary purpose 
of which is to promote the prosper- 
ity and hnppincss of the peoples of 
the Colonial Empire”. .

Englishwomen. Tell Of 
German Experiences 


. Amsterdam, Feb, 20. 
Life under the Gestapo in ~ thé 
German prisons was described by 
eight Englishwomen who, with two 
children, sre now in ao Rotterdam 
boarding house after four months of 
captivity In Germany. 


They arrived at the Dutch frontier 
last night. When the war began they 
lived In Cracow. In Octoher’ they 
were summoned to the Gestapo head. 
quarters, taking the barest necessl~ 
ties with them. They were confined 
In the worst prisons in the town, 
given a diet of coffee, black bread and 
soup and made to sleep on straw. 


Later they were taken to Nurem- 
berg where the concentration camp

The recommendations include an 
anni grant of £1,000,000 for 20 
years to be administered by a special 
organisation for yeneral improvement 
of education and health services, slum 
clearance, creation of labour depirt- 
ments, provision for social. welfare 
facilities and land settlement in the 
West Indies, : 


Political Federation Aim 


After making detailed reconunenda- 
tions in varlous fields, .the report 
acclaren-that— political - federatlon —{s. 
not of itself appropriate means of 
meeting the pressing needs of the 
West Indies, but it is the end to which 
the policy should be directed, 

The Government’s statement on

Englishwomen Tell Of 
German Experiences 


Amsterdam, Feb. 20. 

Life under the Gestapo in the 
German prisons was described by 
ehyht Englisnwomen who, with two 
children, are now in a Rotterdam 
boarding, house after four months of 
captivity in Germnny, 

They arrived at the Dutch frontler

Neutrals Stand Firm 
Finland’s defence of her free- 
dom against the Soviet armies, 
heroically maintained through 
eleven weeks, has just completed 
another counterstroke of bril- 
liant success, The progressive 
discomfiture of the Bolshevik 
giant has been accompanied by 
an intensification of the bom- 
bardment of neutrals with Ger- 
man threats. Every State in 
Northern Europe from the 
French frontier to the Russian 
has come under a heavy: fire of 


abuse and demands, 

In the philosophy of Hitler it 
was never dreamed that threats 
would produce a hardening of 
determination to defy the bully. 
To .this inconvenient pheno- 
menon his policy has now to ac- 
commodate itself. From’ the 


‘Dutch Government. has come an 


outspoken declaration that Hol- 
land’s integrity could not be 
matter for negotiation and any 
attack on her territory would 
meet with the most stubborn 
opposition of her armed forces. 
The Scandinavian Powers are no 
more inclined to accept the Nazi 
principle that “the Nordic coun- 
tries belong to the Lebensraum 
of the Sovict and Germany.” 
Sharp answers are given by the 
Norwegian Press, the Danes re- 
tort that they detest the ad- 
vance of Bolshevism westward 
as much as Hitler and Germany 
did until last August and in 
Sweden fecling runs high. 
Everyone is agreed that Sweden 
should give the maximum help 
possible to the Finns. Recent 
Nazi bluster, promising Sweden 
the fate of Finland, will certain- 
ly not ‘mollify the indigna- 
tion aroused. Thus the “en- 
deavour to drive the Northern 
neutrals out of the League and’ 
to frighten the Scandinavian 
countries into prohibiting as- 
sistance to the Finns has failed 
and brought the - threatened 
‘States into closer association to 
resist aggression.

Amsterdam, Feb, 20. 

Life under the Gestapo. in the 
German prisons was described by 
eight Englishwomen who, with two 
.children, are now in o Rotterdam 
boarding house after four months of 
captivity In Germany,

lived in Cracow. In October they 
were summoned to the Gestapo head- 
quarters, taking the barest necessl- 
ties) with them.
